What Mr. Churchill said of members 


of Britain's House of Commons is equally 
true of public men and private citizens in 
all parts of the British Empire; “though 
our hands must be busy with the tasks of 
war, our consciences will be at rest”. 

War is a fearful business and not to 
be undertaken lightly or from motives 
which will not bear examination. We in 
Canada and our kinsmen in the other do- 
minions and colonies have no misgivings 
at this time. The war into which we are 
entering is not of our making or wishing. 
Neither Britain nor any other part of the 
Empire stands to gain from it territory or 
commerce or any other material advant- 
age. 

On the contrary, the cost in men will 
be horrible, and the money cost unpredict- 
able, The conflict has been thrust upon 
us by the wilfullness of one man. To re- 
sist him could only be wrong if it were 
wrong to defend civilization against bar- 
barism, freedom against tyranny, justice 
against brute force.

Parliament will meet on Thursday to 
decide what part Canada will take in the 
joint effort to stop the Fuehrer's drive for 
world dominance.

This added detail of the affair, how- 
ever shocking, can excite no surprise. It 
was quite the fashion during the last war 
for the commander of an enemy U-boat, 
after torpedoing a ship, to emerge and 
shell either the stricken vessel or the boats 
in which the crew and passengers were 
trying to escape. Since in this case he did 
not try to sink the boats, he may be given 
the benefit of supposing his aim was only 
to prevent the wireless indicating his 
whereabouts, and thus warning other ves- 
sels to steer clear of ihe locality. 

Otherwise, the affair shows the 
“frightfulness” tactics are running true 
to form; the hope of course being to in- 
timidate the people of the democracies 
and the allied states. 

Since it was certain there would be 
United States citizens aboard, as there 
were to the number of more than three 
hundred, it was perhaps also intended by 
this outrage to warn the people of that 
country of the terrors they may expect 
should their Government join the alliance 
of resistance to Der Fuehrer. 

Or does it mean that Berlin is so con- 
fident of its own supremacy it does not 
care if the United States is provoked into 
joining the line-up against it? 

Editorial Notes 

Franco’s Government on Monday offi- 

cially declared that Spain will remain neu- 


tral. That completes the line-up. The 
Fuehrer’s allies are all on the fence. 
British and German residents of 


Shanghai have been fighting a small scale 


unofficial war of their own. The clash 
was natural enough, but none the less 
foolish on that account. The war in 


Europe cannot be settled by private fights 
or race fueds in China or Canada or other 
distant parts of the world. 


Manila reports that a British ship was 
torpedoed in the China Sea, while a French 
freighter took refuge in Puerto Rico be- 
cause hostile submarines were reported 
in the Caribbean. It may seem fanciful— 
but it isn’t—to suspect that U-boats may 
have been “planted” in the seven seas in 
preparation for the war. As Hitler knew 
when he intended to strike, he had oppor- 
tunity to place them; and he had plenty 
of them to place.

If 
you don’t know him through his plays you will 
at least recall some of his scenarios—“Bulldog 
Drummond,” “Raffles,” “Con- 
demned,” “A Lady of Love,” 
“The Greeks Had a Word for 

It,” “Free Love,” Sinclair 
Lewis's “Arrowsmith,” and the screen versions 
of his own plays, “The Silver Cord” and “Chris- 
topher Bean.” It was after a stay in the Holly- 
wood studios that, addressing the graduating 
class of the Academy of Dramatic Arts in his 
authority as president of the Dramatic Guild of 
1936 he said: 

“I don't believe for a minute that the great 
names of Joan Crawford and Greta Garbo mean 
for a moment that they can hold a scene on the 
stage. They don’t know how, They have never 
learned their job. I have seen; I know how act- 
ing is done in Hollywood. It isn’t done in front 
of the camera. It is done in the cutting room.” 
He never believed the easy life of swimming 
pools and Spanish tiles in Hollywood, carried 
with it the professional integrity of the sincere, 
hard-working actor in the legitimate theatre.

Intelligent parents and teachers know that 
the purpose of any discipline is to help the child 
choose right conduct. Whether physical punish- 
ment does good or harm will depend on the effect 
on the child's sense of justice.
